Formally placing the historic treaty before the chamber, he warned that permanent 
world peace rests “between this charter and no charter at all.” 
“I urge ratification,” he said. “I urge prompt ratification.” 


Mr. Truman, just returned from 
the final plenary session of the 
World Security Conference at San 
Francisco and a short rest at his 
home at Independence, Mo., ad- 
dressed the senate less than 24 
hours after arriving here by air.

Pipelines’ Set Up To Finish Japs; 
B-29s Slam Homeland 0i! Again 


-U. S. Shaping Plans 
To Govern Nippon

HONOLULU, T. H., July 2.—(UP)—Lt. Gen. Robert C. 

Richardson Jr. has been appointed commanding general of 

the Middle Pacific by Gen. MacArthur in preparation for the 
final assault against Japan, it was disclosed today. 

Joined with Lt. Gen. Wilhelm D. Steyer, recently named 

commander of the Western Pacific, Richardson’s new com- 


mand thus created two huge “pipe- 
lines” to pour men, supplies and 
equipment into the Pacific for the 
armies which will storm the beach- 
es of Japan or the continent of 
Asia. 

Richardson said the two com- 
mands were charged with respon- 
sibility for supply, training and 
administration of all army troops 
in the Pacific. 

Fleet Adm. Nimitz at Guam an- 
nounced the command make-up 
for units serving under Gen. Jos- 
eph W. Stilwell, new commander 
of the. U. S. 10th Army and all 
Ryukus forces. 

Naval forces in the Ryukyus 
will be led by Rear Adm. C. H. 
Cobb, USN. The tactical air force 
is commanded by Maj. Gen. Lewis 
E. Woods, USMC. The island com- 
mand on Okinawa is under Maj. 
Gen. F. G. Wallacu, USA. The 
Third Fleet forces now in the Ryu- 
kyus are under command of Vice 
Adm. J. B. Oldendorf, USN. 

Richardson conferred with Stil- 
well at Okinawa recently. Today 
he announced that an officer al- 
ready has been selected to govern 
Japan after the invasion of the 
enemy’s homeland. Plans for the 
military government of Japan are 
being shaped now at Manila. 

Richardson said the area under 
the Middle Pacific command is the 
same that he now has as com- 
manding general of Pacific ocean 
AaT@AS. 

Steyer’s western Pacific com- 
mand is geographically bounded 
by the limits of MacArthur’s old 
Southwest Pacific command—the 
area below the 20th parallel east- 
ward to the 139th meridian, thence 
the area below the equator east- 
ward to the 159th meridian. 

Richardson also retains the titles 
of commanding general of Pacific 
ocean areas and commanding gen- 
eral of the Hawaiian department 
for legal reasons. He explained 
that a number of laws and acts, 
particularly pertaining to Hawaii, 
were made in those names. 

Explaining the Pacific command 
setup, Richardson s&id MacArthur 
and Fleet Adm. Nimitz are on the 
same level immediately under the 
joint chiefs of staff. When the 
latter group designates a target for 
assault, MacArthur will plan the 
land phases of the operation and 
Nimitz the fleet and amphibious 
phases. 

He said there is “the greatest 
good will and co-operation among 
services in the Pacific.” He be- 
lieved that Okinawa was the last 
operation where one commander 
would be charged with responsibil- 
ity for all phases. 

Under MacArthur are Richard- 
son and Steyer, charged with the 
responsibility for making ready 
and equipping the land forces to 
be involved in future operations. 

“T still have responsibilities to 
Adm. Nimitz as commander in 
chief of the POA.”

Council Votes To Quit 
Hospital Business 


The Atlanta city counci] has voted unanimously to deed in fee 
simple to the Fulton-DeKalb County Hospital Authority all of the 
municipality’s hospital properties and equipment for use in a metro- 


politan system. 

Approving a resolution offered 
yesterday by Councilman James 
vice chairman of 
council’s public health and sani- 
tation committee, the council vot- 
ed the city definitely and finally 
out of the hospital business and 
paved .he way for activation of 


the authority and the establish- 
ment of a $30,000,000 medical cen- 
ter for Atlanta. 

Under the proposed contract, 
the city sells its properties and 
equipment outright for $1 and 
other “valuable considerations” to 
the authority. The authority in 
return assumes city contractual 
obligations with Emory Univer- 
sity, the Albert Steiner Trustees 
and all other organizations in con- 
nection with operation of Grady. 
The authority also agrees to con- 
tinue to use the name Grady Me- 
morial Hospital. 

Mayor Hartsfield is authorized 
to sign a contract with the author- 
ity as soon as details of pending 
contracts between Fulton and De- 
Kalb commissioners and the au- 
thority are completed. 

Jackson Said that as soon as the 
contracts are finally approved, he 
will ask council to divert existing 
city hospital funds to the author- 
ity and permit it to begin admin- 
istration of the institutions imme- 
diately. Final assumption of the 
responsibility, however, probably 
will not be undertaken by the au- 
thority until about Jan. 1, 1946. 

In addition to approving the 
new hospital setup, the council 
gave the sanction to five promi- 
nent Atlantans as Atlanta’s rep- 
resentatives on a citizens’ group 
which will sponsor a postwar 
bond issue for metropolitan At- 
lanta designed to bring $100,000,- 
000 in improvements. 

Mayor Hartsfield named James 
P. Allen, representing the Central 
Improvement Association; Wil- 
liam A. Vernoy, member of the 
1926 city bond commission; T. D. 
Mann, president of the West End 
Businessmen’s Association; George 
B. Brown, representing the East

Jackson said city revenues will 
be reduced next year the amount 
which will be saved when the hos- 
pital authority takes over opera- 
tion of the facilities, and when 
Fulton and DeKalb counties begin 
making special county-wide tax 
levies for their support. 

Council action writes the final 
chapter in the city’s part of acti- 
vating the authority, and means 
that every obstacle in the way of 
initiating the metropolitan pro- 
gram has been removed insofar as 
the city is concerned. 

Thomas K. Glenn heads a list of 
prominent citizens comprising the 
authority. 

The city agreed to furnish wa- 
ter, police and *fire protection to 
the authority as long as it oper- 
ates public hospital facilities, and 
if the authority ever ceases to 
operate such facilities, the proper. 
ties deeded by the city revert to 
the municipality. 

The council approved a $20,000 
fund for resurfacing roadways in 
Piedmont park, and sent to the 
finance committee a. proposal by 
Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, and 
Councilmen Joe Allen and George 
B. Lyle, members of the second 
ward delegation in council, to pur- 
chase a site for establishing a 
branch library in the East Lake 
section of the city.

Vicksburg's First 
Fourth of July 


For the past 82 years the Fourth of July has 
: been just another day in Vicksburg, Miss. Stub- 
bornly, deaf to all appeals, Vicksburg went her 

way. Independence Day was just another hot July day. 

But this year Vicksburg has relented, or surrendered. They are 
going to celebrate the Fourth of July. It required victories in two 
world wars, but at last Vicksburg has come around, and its her 
own idea, too. She just announced it. And as a result magazines, 
news agencies and radio will be there to describe the first July 4 
celebration in 82 years in that charming city that sits on the high 
bluffs over the Mississippi. 


Vicksburg had some painful memories of July 4. 

It is a curious, and little discussed coincident, that it was on 
July 4, 1863, that Gen. U. S. Grant invested the city of Vicksburg, 
and that on the same day Gen. Robert E. Lee was turned back at 
Gettysburg. 

These were two mortal blows to the Confederacy. The defeat 
at’ Vicksburg opened up the whole Mississippi valley to the Fed- 
erals, The, withdrawal at Gettysburg was the end of the Confed- 
erate offensive. From then on it weakened daily, although there 
were victories won. Too much was lost at Gettysburg, and from 
then on every road led to Appomattox. 

So, July 4 was an open wound in Vicksburg. That had been 
the day the starved town, which had lived in caves and on cats and 
mouldy rice and a few greens in summer, had crawled out of its 
caves, defeated. You may go there now and see, how Grant 
gnawed away at the town, like a mole. He tried many things, 
including a canal. Four times they beat him back, but he stayed 
on. And he won at last, to make of July 4 a day Vicksburg would 
recall with pain and sorrow. It was no day for flags or speeches. 

But, the years go on. Eighty-two years is a good span of time. 
And today the word “Yank” is one that means an American soldier. 
Despite all the protests by organizations, despite all the editorials 
on the subject, the name persists. 

In Italy, in France, in Iran, in Russia the kids know, and call 
out, “Hey, Yank.” Or, perhaps, “Hey, Joe.” But “Yank” it is, and 
no protest can change it. 

The Yanks from Mississippi have done well. There have been 
some high honors pinned on the chests of Yanks from Vicksburg 
and Natchez and, fittingly enough, Vicksburg comes back into the 
union and celebrates July 4. If she winces just a little, thinking 
of what the old men and women told of the long siege and the caves 
they lived in to escape the bombardment, we will understand. 


Jul 4 It was a fateful July 4. ' After Vicksburg and Gettys- 
Y burg, the Confederacy was sick and dying. But it 
fought well. Cold Harbor, Spottsylvania, Yellow Tavern, the Wil- 
derness, Chickamauga, Chattanooga, Petersburg. 

The papers in the north railed against Grant, 
butcher and asking for a negotiated peace. 

Sherman took Atlanta, and won an election. Sherman went 
from Atlanta to the sea, through the pine forests and the pine 
smoke and the haze of autumn into the last winter of the war.

It was odd, too, in writing of coincidences, that it 
Longstreet was Dutch Longstreet who, in May of 1863, insisted 
on a plan to relieve Vicksburg. It was not accepted and Dutch 
Longstreet went on to Vicksburg where he’ was to be late for an 
action and bear, how fairly one may not say, most of the onus of 
defeat. 

He wanted Joe Johnston to take his force at Jackson, Miss., and 
advance to Tullahoma, Tenn., where the notorious fumbler Bragg 
was waiting for Rosecrans to make a move. At the same time 
Longstreet was to take his two divisions and proceed to Tullahoma. 
This would make Johnston strong enough to defeat Rosecrans and 
invade Ohio. As soon as the north was invaded Grant would be 
recalled from Vicksburg to help protect Ohio.

Did Miracle Save 
Durham Cathedral? 


There has been brought to my attention a 
copy of the Durham County Advertiser, published 


at Durham, England. It is dated May 11, last, 
story concerns an incident during the period of 
heavy German bombing of British cities. It is apparent, from the 
story, that many of the people of Durham believe their beautiful 
cathedral was saved from destruction by a miracle, by divine in- 
tercession. } 

The story goes that, just as the bombers of the Luftwaffe were 
approaching the city, on a clear, moonlight night, a ground mist 
suddenly appeared, for no apparent natural cause, and completely 
shrouded the city and cathedral, acting as a smoke screen and thus 
preventing the enemy from finding their target. The mist, it is 
stated, was only of sufficient height to serve its protective pur- 
pose, the moon remaining. clearly visible in ‘the sky throughout. 


ARP Officer Here is the description of what happened, as told 

by a Durham city councilman, one Fred Foster, 

who was officer in charge of Air Rafd Precautions headquarters on 

that night, 

“On the night of April 30-May 1, 1942, I was officer in charge 

of the ARP headquarters, county control,” says Councilman Foster, 

“We had received a special warning that Durham was to be bom- 
barded., 

“This may have been due to inspired information or was merely 
presumed because of the sequence of bombings of cathedral cities, 
York being the night preceding. 

“The night was clear with a full moon, and it was almost day- 
light. The warning of enemy bombers approaching was received 
at 2:33 a. m. on May 1. 

“When the enemy aircraft were quite close to the coast there 
suddenly came over the city a dense mist. It was a ground mist 
because the moon could still be seen clearly in the sky. 

“Telephone inquiries enlisted the fact that the fog was not wide- 
spread, but was confined to within a radius of two and a half miles 
of the city’s center. 


“This is proved not only by the wardens, but by the fact that: 


the enemy bombers dropped high explosives at Grange Colliery, 
Belmont, and at the bend of the river at Finchale Abbey. It is 
suggested that this bend was actually mistaken for the hairpin bend 
around the cathedsal. 

‘“The ‘all-clear’ was sounded at two minutes past 4 when, strange- 
ly enough, the fog immediately dispersed. These facts can be 
corroborated by scores of wardens and others who were on duty at 
the time. It was said by someone that a smoke screen had been 
drawn over the cathedral and castle. 

“T have since frequently heard that people in many parts of the 
country attribute this phenomenon to the spirit of St. Cuthbert.” 

Another officer, a lieutenant in the Durham Home Guard, is 
quoted in corroboration. This Lt. A. Moir concludes his statement 
with the paragraph: 

“That night there was indeed a miracle at Durham, and the fact 
was commented upon in ARP posts, in the Home Guard and among 
all who were entrusted with the guardianship of the city.”

Why Only Durham? ing such a story, as to why other ca- 
thedrals, equally beautiful and of at least equal historic value with 
the one at Durham, were not similarly protected against destruction? 

What of the cathedral at Coventry, what of York and others? 
They were destroyed by enemy bombers who found no ground mist 
to hinder their aim. 

Why a special dispensation for Durham cathedral? 

We cannot answer. The miracle may have occurred. It is not 
given to us to understand the mysterious workings of Providence.

New High and Low 
Are Hit by Senate 


(Note: In the absence of a column by Glad- 
stone Williams for today, the following by Ernest 
Lindley is substituted.) 


There are many occasions when the senate belies its reputation 
for being a great deliberative body. There are some when it falls 
to so low a level as to try one’s confidence in the senate as an 
institution. There are also many times when it addresses itself 
to public business in workmanlike manner, and some when the de 
bate reaches the heights of true statesmanship. 

It is doubtful if the distance between the depths and the heights 
in the senate was ever greater than it was last Thursday and Friday, 
Friday. 

On Thursday, we had Sen. Bilbo, of Mississippi, filibustering 
against the war agencies appropriation bill because it contains 
money to continue the temporary Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mittee. We also had Sen. Tom Connally’s stirring first report on 
the San Francisco Conference. 

On Friday, we had Sen, Vandenberg’s masterly speech in be 
half of ratification of the United Nations Charter. It was a speech 
which anticipated and answered every major question that might 
be raised about the charter. 

After Vandenberg came Sen. Eastland, relieving his Mississippi 
colleague in the filibuster, with as vicious a vilification of the Negro, 
particularly the American Negro, as the senate probably has ever 
heard—and it has heard quite a few experts on this line. 


It is pleasanter to dwell on the Vandenberg 
Sure to Pass speech and the present state of mind of the sen- 
ate about approval of the United Nations Charter. There are scarce- 
ly a dozen senators who have not indicated publicly or privately 
that they will vote to approve the charter. Many of them prob- 
ably will fall in line behind the overwhelming majority. One well 
known correspondent who bet that there would be at least six nega- 
tive votes now thinks that he will lose his wager. 


Two years ago, or even a year ago, not many observers of the 
senate would have predicted that as few as a dozen senators would 
vote against a United Nations charter. True, the house two years 
ago overwhelmingly adopted the Fulbright resolution in favor of 
American participation in an international organization to enforce 
peace. After that came the Republican declaration at Mackinac. 
After that—and the Moscow conference—the senate adopted the 
Connally resolution. 

The Fulbright, Mackinac and Connally resolutions were so very 
general that many observers thought they were meaningless. Un- 
questionably some who subscribed to them also talked in the oppo- 
site direction. They kept themselves free to kill the charter by 
attack on its details, as the League was blocked in 1919 and 1920. 

For obviating this danger, a great deal of credit belongs to 
President Roosevelt, former Secretary of State Hull and Secretary 
Stettinius. Throughout the negotiations leading up to the San 
Francisco Conference, they counselled with an informal bi-partisan 


senate committee. 

) Some of the late President’s friends 
No Second Lodge thought he was taking a risk in inviting 
Vandenberg to serve on the delegation. Even after Vandenberg’s 
notable pre-Yalta speech they were afraid that he might follow the 
path of the late Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge, by assailing the charter, 
whatever it might be, in detail. They were wrong. Vandenberg 
had some ideas for improvements in Dumbarton Oaks. He had a 
chance to work for them. He got some of them incorporated, in 
part, into the charter. He knows, from day-to-day experience as a 
working diplomat, why the charter reads as it does. He thinks it 
is the best that could be got, under the circumstances—which is all 
that anyone could ask—and that to fail to accept it would be an 
unforgivable error. 

In passing around the credit for the evolution of sentiment in 
the senate, Vandenberg is entitled to a good share. Had he been 
less sincere, he could have thrown a good many monkey wrenches 
into the machinery. His unflinching advocacy of the charter carries 
all the greater weight because of his past record. His opening speech 
measured up to the highest traditions of the senate and, by its force, 
came very close to obliterating the last remnants of a disintegrated 
opposition.

More About 
Elliott's Loans 


NEW YORK.—I have had two 
visits lately with John Kantor, a 
portly man of perhaps 60, of sad 
eye’ and solemn manner, who 
spent 20 months in a New York 
prison as a swindler and is now 
on parole and working, apparently 
successfully, as a legitimate sales- 
man. As he talked and I ques- 
tioned him, I became convinced 
that, in general, he was telling 
the truth. 


Mr. Kantor said 


that he had 


been involved with Elliott Roose- | 


velt and Elliott’s uncle, Hall 
Roosevelt, and with the late New 
York New Deal congressman, Wil- 
liam Sirovich, in the flotation of 
the $200,000. loan to Elliott by 
John Hartford, president of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Grocery 
chain, and in efforts to arrange 
other loans to Elliott. He de 
scribed his role in these dealings 
as that of a “finder.” In the fi- 
nancial underworld, this means 
one who hunts around to discover 
i-dividuals who are willing to 
lend money on securities which 
are “unbankable.” 


He told of calls on several New 
York men, including a - wealthy 
radio amianufacturer and a man- 
ufacturer of watches, also inter- 
ested in radio, of lunches at the 
Harvard Club with Hall Roose- 
velt, of being hired by Elliott 
Roosevelt as salesman for one of 
Elliott’s radio companies and fi- 
nally of being fired from this job. 
He said further that he had been 
induced to sign a legal release to 
Elliott, Hall Roos2velt and Siro- 
vich. Mr. Kantor had details and 
corroborative and_ verlsimilar 
facts which could not have been 
faked. 


Some years earlier, this man 
had been questioned in connection 
with the notorious McKesson & 
Robbins failure. McKesson & 
Robbins was a large wholesale 
drug company at Bridgeport, 
Conn., whose president, F. Donald 
Coster, born Musica, was exposed 
as a criminal adventurer and spec- 
tacular impostor and killed him- 
self after the expose. 


My visitor seems to have had no 
important part in Musica’s opera- 
tions but was indicted for a swin- 
dle in burial plots and got from 
2% to five years in prison. Kantor 
says Musica told him he had a 
supply of old British Lee-Enfield 
infantry rifles and proposed that 
they be shipped to Honduras for a 
revolution. Kantor said he had an 
interest in a crab-meat cannery in 
Honduras at the time, but added 
that Musica did not produce the

Other scientific facts known to 
German and other scientists will | 
make it possible to induce earth- 
quakes and floods and to attack 
lands from distances thousands of 
miles away. It is this knowledge 
which makes necessary the con- 
trol. of Germany’s industries and 
laboratories. 

Nevertheless, I hold that given 
competent controls, which is fair- 
lv uncertain unless integrated 
within some large complex power, 
Germany cannot revive as a world | 
power through scientific and in- 
dustrial means alone. Her abilitv 
to make the war rested on polit-| 
ical factors and on 
abling quick access to materials 
absolutely essential and obtaia- 
eble from the weak surrounding 
states which were inside no pow- 
erful defense system. 

But disarmament and industria) 
control of Germany do not solve | 
the problem of future wars. What | 

needed is education of all the | 
world’s peoples -to the fact (nat) 
the science-of war has reached the | 
stage where war itself becomes an | 
ebsurdaity. 

All aggressive wars are made 
for the purpose of extending puw- 
er and prosperity by adding the 
enemy's potentials to one’s own. 
If the result of conquest is de- 
struction of the enemy’s entire as- 
sets, the victor inherits only the 
ruins. 

Furthermore, the best antidote 
for war lies in the politica] struc- 
tures of nations. For instance, 
the best antidote for the United

| political. 
| although 


States ever becoming an aggres- | 
sive nation starting wars lies in| 


the fact that it cannot go to war 
without the vote of the people's 
representatives in congress. The 
people nowhere want war and it 
is of the greatest significance that 
both this war and the last started 
in countries where the power to 
declare war was not lodged in 
representative institutions but in 
executive. It is the nature of na- 
tionalism that when wars start 
they are supported by the masses 
who would rather win under any 
domestic government than lose to 
a foreign enemy. In all countries 
once war starts, to oppose it is 
regarded as treason. . 


It is for this reason that we 
rightly fear political systems 
where all power is lodged in des- 
potic persons or bodies, including 
the power to start wars and .to 
report and interpret events 
through publicity instruments un- 
der their sole control. 


The problem created by modern 
science, in the last. analysis, is 
It is noteworthy that, 
the worst horrors with 
which Germany threatened the 
world came out of scientific lab- 
oratories, it is certain their inven- 
tors won't be treated as war crim- 
inals. On the contrary there is 


quiet competition in each country 


to win their services. Also the 
inventors are perfectly willing, 
since scientists apparently consid- 
er themselves as political animals 
and in discovering secrets of the 
universe don’t feel responsible for 
the purposes whereto they are put. 
Thus of the 100 scientists rounded 
up by the United States, who were 
working on _ rocket propulsion 
alone, most express themselves as 
eager to carry on their experi- 
ments in England and America for 
either war or peace use. Others 
are in Russia. 

Thus it is obvious that a world 
organization to prevent war must 
devise some means for interna- 
tional -control of scientific for- 
mulas.

My caller told me that late in 
‘the fall of 1939, Sirovich and a 
New York dress manufacturer 
summoned him to the Roosevelt 
hotel and induced him to sign the 
felease. He said he “gave them 
|an argument.” But, by that time, 
ihe, Kantor, was having his trou- 
ble with the law and his position 


i\was weak. 


Kantor had another document. 
purporting to be a letter from 
Caruthers Ewing, counsel for John 
Hartford, concerning revisions of 
the terms of Hartford’s $200,000 
loan, so as to enable Elliott to 
borrow further money. If this is 
an authentic letter, it strongly 
suggests that Mr. Kantor did take 
‘part in negotiations to raise mon- 
ey for Elliott’s radio properties. 
Mr. Ewing does not recall Kantor 
but Mr, Hartford does. According 
to Mr. -Hartford’s 
however, Kantor came to him and 
wanted to buy up Elliott Roose- 
velt’s notes on Elliott’s $200,000 
loan which, subsequently, was set- 
tled by Jesse Jones, then secre- 
tary of commerce in the Roosevelt 
cabinet and chief of the RFC; for 
$4,000: Kantor might have wanted 
to buy the notes for himself and 
for his own purposes or on behalf 
of a principal. Mr. Hartford has 
no clear understanding as to that. 

Kantor says he also entered ne- 
gotiations with a former New 
York judge, retired to private 
practice, whereby a client of the 
former judge was to lend $100,000 
but that Elliott interfered with 
the deal and that he, Kantor, was 
declared out. 

Soon after this, Kantor says, 
Sirovich and the clothing manu- 
facturer summoned him to the 
Roosevelt hotel and persuaded him 
to sign the releases to Elliott, Hall 
and Sirovich, which were. typed 
by a public stenographer and no- 
tary. This stenographer and no- 
tary became suspicious and com- 
municated with the office - of 
Thomas E, Dewey, then D. A. 

Sirovich died the next morn- 
ing.

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Chinese Push 
In 132 Miles 
Of Shanghai 


CHUNGKING, July 2.— (4) — 
The Chinese high command indi- 
cated today that soldiers of Free 
China, pursuing withdrawing Jap- 
anese forces into the teeming 
Hangchow bay industrial basin, 
had gained up to 35 miles along 
China’s “invasion coast” and 
reached an area 132 miles south 
of Shanghai. 

More than 1,100 miles southwest 
of Shanghai, other veterans of 
China’s widely scattered’ armies 
suffered a setback 
and were forced to withdraw from 
Trung Khanh Phu (Chungching; 
fu), seven miles inside the moun- 
tainous French colony, the high 
command acknowledged. 

Without specifying the exact 
location of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek’s troops pushing toward 
Shanghai, a Chinese communique 
said that the Japanese were con- 
tinuing a withdrawal along the 
Chekiang coast after linking up 
with a relief force at Ninghai, 132 
miles south of Shanghai. 

The Japanese relief column, sent 
to aid enemy forces pulling out of 
the mainland coastal regions 380 
miles west of American-held Kume 
island, was dispatched from Fengh- 
wa, Chiang Kai-shek’s birthplace, 
109 miles south of Shanghai, the 
communique continued, 

Headquarters said that Chinese 
were in close pursuit of both the 
relief column and retiring coastal 
forces. The report indicated that 
the Chinese had gained 35 miles in 
several days from captured Linhai 
and that spearheads in the Ninghai 
area were 97 miles southeast of 
Hangchow city and 39 miles south 
of Ninghsien (Ningpo).

SHELL IN PLANE 


Laconic B-29 
Crew Owns 
To One Thrill 


It took a lot of talking by Asso- 
ciated Press Pacific Reporter Bon- 
nie Wiley to get the story. out of 
the Tinian-based B-29 crew, of 
which Sgt. William J. Carter, of 
907 Plymouth road, Atlanta, is a 
member. 


This crew has been bombing 
Japan regularly for the last few 
months, but when asked what it 
is like they answer with phrases 
like: “Oh nothing much,” or “Just 
like flying anywhere else, I guess,” 
according to Miss Wiley’s dispatch, 
“PRETTY HOT” 

Finally one of the tribe admitted 
off-handedly: “That time we got 
the shell in our plane, that was 
pretty hot for a few minutes.” 
And this remark led to the unveil- 
ing of the following adventure: 

It seems’ that the aforemen- 
tioned shell exploded in the nose 
of the plane and the pilot's com- 
partment filled up with smoke 
right away. The crew couldn't 
see a thing and the pilot, Capt.

TWO ENGINES LEFT 

Red flashes of shrapnel hit and 
an eerie glow from the burning 
curtains back of the pilot’s seat 
were the navigator’s only impres- 
sions for a few seconds. They 
shot down that Jap plane that hit 
them, but when they left the Japa- 
nese coast they still had fighters 
with them. One of their engines 
was already out and another got 
hit, so they went for Iwo Jima on 
No, 2 and No. 4. No. 4 prop was 
shot up some, too. , 

The pilot tried to land, but they 
waved him off the field because 
another B-29 was in the way. He 
flew around and landed on an- 
other runway—and both tires 
blew! The weather was so bad 
the bombardier had to direct the 
pilot onto the runway. 

“That,” the crew remarked 
blandly, “was a pretty thrilling 
trip, probably ... ™

A number of Georgia merchants are selling mineral oil as 
@ substitute for vegetable oil and shortening, A. D. Harris, 
director of food inspection for the State Department of Agri- 
culture, has revealed, and he warned against the practice. 

Constant use of mineral oil in cooking is not desirable, 
Harris said. 

“We have stopped bakeries and candy manufacturers from 
using mineral oil as a substitute for shortening in their prod- 
ucts,” Harris reported. 

“We burned five tons of candy which one company had 
prepared with the use of mineral oil. We are sending agents 
over the state to halt the sale of mineral oil as a vegetable 
oil substitute by grocers.”
